We paſs by cur Preface ind come to the ſubject matter ofcur diſ- 
courſe, viz. the Book as above Entituled, which ſcems to me to con- 
fiſt of nothing bur meſſe of ſpꝭritull Nonſencr, & fal:cious ſtuffe, 
altogether ui bi ce ming ſuch an Embaſſage, proceeding from ſo 
great a King of rhe Eaſt, but may it pleaſe your Majeſty (if you are 
a Kirg) rediſcover to us that Samuel who anoynted your Grace: 
if you cannot, wee (hall take you to bee more Ambitious then tru» 
ly vertuc usor Religious. 
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S:condly, if you are a King | the Exſt, I demand then what tar 
bath led you ſo far out of the way, or why you relate nothing of 
your ſtarry Conductor & c. Thirdly, if fo be you are a true King of 
the ED, wherfore look:d you net en thoſe Royall Preſidents who 
followed che ſtar at the birth of our B eſſed Savior , viz Geſper. 
B. baz ar, Melchior and in imitation breua tt ſume preſents which 
the Eiſt Country had aforded to declare you to have bim a reall King 

of the Eaſt, for the ſtory hath it thus of them, v2. 

Gaſper with bis Ayrrbe began theſe preſents to unſold 

This Mclchior brought in Frankinſerce, & Balth1zor brought Gold, 
But not one word of any ſuch thing doe I fynd ycu preterd to 
cffer at all: well then ſeing it in conſiſtent with Reaſen, that you 
ſhould be a King of the Eiſt part of the world, we will ſce bow ic 
may 1elate tothe Eſt of England, the ſcitua : ĩon of ycur Highacſs 
bouſe is Goven- Garden, London, which is indeed ſomthing North 
Eaſt,or ( to ſpeak like a Marriner) E:ft and by North from Charing 
Croſſe, which imports you to bee nu K ng of the Eaſt here neither : 
this favors now ſomthing of Pride, but before I ſum up the totall, 
it may be hee harh the E:ft fide of Worceſter houſe to Prezch in 
(ſome may fa y ) and ſo may entitle himſe. fe King of the Exſt from 
thence, if he ſhould have the Eiſt fide of the houſe to presch in, as 


he hath not, yet could not hee be called King of the Eaſt for that at 
all; but oh that Royall G- Dr were alive, what would hee ſay to 


this puny King for his preſumption ? ſurely thus might he diſdaine 
ſuch an unworthy compariſon : |

I muſt needs wonder when 1 ſce, a pouch-mouth'd Ape ſo like 
to me. 

Thus have we noted the manner of the man, wee come now to 
his Learning, which is much of che ſame ſtamp , with his manners, 
he begins with an Epilile to my Lord Protector, and another tothe 
Iirael of God ; in the firſt his Grace is ſomething dcubtfull of the 
conſtancy of «Atlas, deems him to be drawing away his (beulders, 
letting the Heavens and Eternity ſo low, that he fears an intended 
con junction before he be well prepared &c.

both which cannot fay , Boh to x Gooſe, as my ſelfe heard your 
taacinzfle molt pirtifull - »ffi-m. 

But now his M. jeſty vents of the Saints Managements, tells his 
Reader it is enough for Peter, Paul, famrr,Jack ,or Fobn,and the 
poore ſaints ſo to doe, &c. before I aske his wiſdome what co doe, 
I demannd of him in what Diary, Kalender,orChronicle of Saints he

lephint, how willingly would E/eps Crow become an Exgle? a fin 
and (ſhame, to be ſilent any longer do you ſay, fir, not I hop: unle ſſe 

our presching tranſcend your writing; tor kno v, that a foole is 
— by the multitude of words, but may it pleaſe your High- 
nes, who h»th thus abridged you of your freedome ? why did not 
your Grace continue your exerciſes longer at Somerſerhouſe, when 
no one offced to quench the ruffling mutions of your Eſas like 
Spitſi Idoubt your Mijeſty had canted Nonſence ſo long there that 
you had prated your ſelte aſhamed , and ſo deſerted your Miniſtry 
an Auditory both together? and yet now you are aſhamed to keep 
ſilence any longer?
